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REMARKS 

By this amendment, Applicant amends claims 15, 19, and 23-26 to set forth the invention 
with more particularity. No new matter is added by this amendment. Claims remaining in this 
application are: 

Independent claims: 15, 19, 23-26 

Dependent claims: 7, 8, 12, 14, 16-18, 20-22, 27, 28 

In response to Examiner's rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, Applicant has amended 
claims 15, 19, and 23-26 to recite that a display according to the present invention enables a 
player to "deduce" that certain outcomes are unavailable as a result of depletion of indicia. 
Support for this amendment appears at page 7, lines 1 1-14 and page 12, lines 15-17. 

In response to Examiner's provisional obviousness-type double-patenting rejection, 
Applicant files herewith a terminal disclaimer. 

Examiner stated in the office action that the claims distinguish over the prior art of 
record. See Office Action of April 4, 2008, ^ 14. Therefore, Applicant submits that the 
amendments submitted herein to overcome Examiner's rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 and the 
terminal disclaimer filed herewith place the present application in condition for allowance.
